The Case Argued In the Supreme Court.

Hagmisnune, May 18.—Immediately upom
the convening of the Supreme Court for the
Middle District this wmorning, the case of Dr.
Paul Bchoeppe, convicted of murder In the
Court of Cumberland county, came up on a
writ of error under the recent act of Assembly
allowing a review of evidence by the SBupreme
Court. ! - '
Mr. Miller, on behalf of the plaintiff in error,
filed a motion for a reargument of the case.

Justice Agnew observed, durlng Mr. Miller's
address, that the act of Assembly did not allow
of the taking of new testimony.

Mr. Miller believed that the sense of the re-
cent nct was to take up all theevidence with the
record, with such exceptions to the testimony
as may bear upon the case. .

Justice Agnew £ald that it was manifestly the
duty of the Bupreme Court to review the evi-
dence in its bearing upon the gullt of the pri-
poner—in other words, it was from the evidence
that the Court must pronounce whether or not
the testimony should warrant a conviction; and
it was lmpostant to have the evidence just as it
was delivered.

Mr. Miller belleved that Judge Graham had
acenrately taken down all the material points
of the testimony.

Chief Justice Thompson sald that when the
act of the Legslature authorizing a review of
evidence paseed there was no case pending.
This case was sent back on the 14th of February,
and it was not until the 15th that the act was

open the judgment again.

Judge Bharswood thought Hcrhnps this act of
Assembly might bring up a bill of exceptions.
